This investigation is based on information which 
indicates that the Cleveland National Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (NKKKK) is engaged in activities which could involve 
a violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 241 
(Conspiracy against rights of citizens), Section 245 
(Federally protected activities). Civil Rights Act of 
1968, or related civil rights statutes. j^2 

NATIONAL KNIGHTS OF THE 
KU KLUX KLAN. INC. (NKKKK) 

The National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 

Inc. , (NKKKK) , was granted a charter in 
Georgia in 1963 as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order." The NKKKK, 
a consolidation of various Klans in 
southern states, continues to be anti- 
Negro, anti-Jewish, ant i-Catholic, and 
anti-foreign born. 

On July 5, 1974 | a source who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
on July 3, 1974, approximately 12 members and supporters of 
the Cleveland National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK) 
Ignited a cross in Cleveland Public Square. That same 
evening, a cross was burned at the corner of West 25th 
and Detroit Avenues. 

During the evening of July 4, 1974, another cross 
was ignited at Edgewater Park, Cleveland, Ohio. 

The source advised that the cross burnings were 
a result of the NKKKK* s intention to demonstrate to the 
public that the NKKKK continues to be a political force 
in the Cleveland area.

^bile its name would indicate that it is 
purely a Southern organization, such is not th-j 
case. The Ku Klux Klan is non-sectiona i and 
non -sectarian. It is a purely patriotic, frater- 
nal organization. In fad, in the fev years of 
its existence, the organization has numbered 
among its mamberchip many men and v'omen, soma 
\ of them nationally known, who have never lived 
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in the South. As proof of its non -political 
attitude, men and women prominent in both the 
Democratic and Republican parties, including mem- 
bers of the national Congress, were leaders in 
the organization. Its compelling appeal to 
citizens of all sections lies in the fact that 
it is strictly an American institution, of and 
for, white, American citizens, pledged to funda- ^ 
mental American ideals and American institutions. 

Throughout the annals of the ages in ail 
recorded movements for the betterment of human- 
ity, whether by revolt against tyranny or along 
more peaceful lines, we see the manifestation of 
what justly may be termed "Ku Klux Spirit"--the 
spirit that rebels at oppression and even defies | 
law itself w'hen that law, measured by all the 
standards of wisdom, justice and understanding, 
is tyrannical and the instrument of depotism. 

Before the great Persian Empire was created, 
there was an organization formed for the purpose 
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of enforcing Justice. It worked secretly and 
it was Impelled by the intolerable conditions 
surrounding the very conduct of the courts in 

y 

v'hich there was open and brazen miscarriage of 
Justice. Its emblem was the star and crescent -- 
symbolic of the sovereignty of Justice. 

True, this ancient organization did its v-ork 
in secret and took the law into its own hands 
(so to speak), but the attitude and the purpose 
of this early order,. which was one of the first 
recorded manifestations of the "Ku Klan Spirit,” 
hundreds of years later was endorsed by no less 
an authority than Thomas Jefferson when he 
declared: "Rebellion against tyrants (or 

tyranny) is obedience to God, " and by Patrick 
Henry when he shouted in defiance of the 
tyrannical British parliament: "Give me liberty 
or give me death," 

Patrick Henry's declaration, if it stood 
V for anything at all, meant that he would rather 




die than submit to tyranneous law. 


The history of continental Europe is filled 
v.'ith instances in v/hich men who were oppressed 
and who saw no relief in sight by open rebellion 


because of the superior power of the oppressor, 
banded themselves together in secret with an 
oathbound determination to die if by death 
alone they could free themselves from the rule 
of the tyrant. 

Man of Anglo-Saxon stock is a sovereign 
being and he will wear no man’s yoke. 

The followers of Calvin and Luther, and of 

John Knox in Scotland exemplified to a high the 

; 

Ku Klux spirit. Because of the fe^^noss of 
their numbers and because they faced death or 
imprisonment if they v'aged their fight in the 
open, they carried on their v/ork in secret 
until they felt the time was opportune to bring 
the issue out into the open. 

The spirit that prompted the followers of 


Calvin, Luther and Knox was identical with the 
spirit that actuated our Revolutionary fathers 
and the men of the South in the Reconstruction 
period. 

The American colonies rebelled against con- 
stituted authority. They rebelled against the 
iniquLtous tax la^'s imposed upon them by the 
mother country, because the laws were unjust 
and therefore tyrannical. They rebelled because 
they saw the rights and liberties for which they 
had braved the unknov'n terrors of the sea and 
the unexplored vdlds of the New ’/or Id rapidly 
receding to the vanishing point. 

Fully understanding the superior power 
arrayed against them, they realized that the 
’’little leaven that leaveneth the whole lump” 
must be started working before they openly 
challenged the power of the United States 
government. Thus, it came to pass that long 
before the "shot heard ’round the world’” was 


fired. The mighty force was secretly put in 
opei'ation that cemented the colonies in the 


determination of "liberty or death,” and made 
possible the greatest monument of all time to 
liberty and justice“-the Republic of the 
United States of America. 

In Revolutionary history we have two note- 
worthy manifestations of the Ku Klux spirit. 

One was the "Charleston Tea Party” and the 
other was the "Boston Tea Party” y/hich occurrec 
four days after the former. In the first in- 
stance the outraged citizens of the Colonies 

recorded their Tvrath against the tyranneous

a free people, a battle for its sacked civili- 
zation and for the exercise of its rights which 
General Grant had recognized and so frankly

Lincoln so emphatically reaffirmed when he • 
declared of the Southern States: "I shall - 
treat them as if they had never been away." 

Lincoln's Intentions toward the South 
were honest and sincere, because they were in 
harmony with the fundamental principles of 
American civilization. The issues which had 
driven the two sections had been settled by 
the arbitrament of the sword and out of the 
fairness and brotherly love of his great heart 
he found it possible to welcome the men of the 
South back into the Union as brothers whose 
misunderstanding had been adjusted.

they saw-they conquered! 
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NORTHERN MAN LAUDS WORK OF OLD KLAN 


(Excerpt from "Secret Political Societies 
in the South During the Period of Reconstruction," 
written by Walter Henry Cook, of Western Reserve 
University, Cleveland, Ohio. ) 

The Ku Klux accomplished much. From 
a political viewpoint it secui'ed home 
rule for several of the Southern States. 

It ended the disgraceful rule of the 
carpetbaggers therein, and it helped to 
re-establish honest and efficient govern- 
mental institutions. This example was 
an inspiration which, after 1872, soon 
led the men of the Southern states still 
in radical control to a GLORIOUS VICTORY 
in regaining self-government. 

From an economic standpoint, the 
negroes had been frightened into going 
to work and were prevented, to a large 
extent, from breaking labor contracts. 

These were important services in the re- 
habilitation of the South. 

From a social standpoint the Klan 
protected property, protected life, and 
brought order out of chaos. 

The Ku Klux Klan of the Reconstruction 

period was the outgrov^th of a dire necessity 

born of insufferable conditions forced on the 
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Southern people by a group of greedy, 
conscienceless politicians, and the character 
of the men who were at its head in the various 
Southern states is a lasting rebuke to the 
charge that it v/as composed of a band of outlaws. 
I deny that it was then, and I deny that it is 
now, composed of a band of outlaws as stated by 
Mr. Harry Truman and President Johnson. 

conditions in the South became in- 
tolerable, a number of Southern gentlemen 
called a meeting to be held in Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, to consider the situation. They decided 
that a secret organization alone could cope 


with the conditions so they made their plans 

accordingly and adopted the name Ku Klux from 

the Greek word "kuklos" meaning an unbroken 

circle. General Nathan Bedford Forrest, a 

noted Confederate officer, then living in 

Memphis, Tennessee, was induced to become its 

chief under the title of Grand Wizard. 
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General Forrest's chief judicial officer 
( in the Klan was General Albert Pike, a native 
of Boston, Massachusetts. General Pike is 
known to Masons throughout the world for the 
work he did in building up Scottish Rite 
Masonry and for the books he wote on Masonry 
and which were considered authoritative. 

Chief among the officers of the Klan were 
General W. J. Hardee v'ho was grand dragon of 
Alabama; General John B. Gordon, grand dragon 
of Georgia; General V/ade Hampton, grand dragon 
of South Carolina; General Robert Woods, grand 
titan of northeast Georgia; and Nathan Buford 
Forrest, II, son of General Nathan Bedford 
Forrest, who was Grand Dragon of Georgia, and 
V'ho lived on Forrest Avenue, Atlanta, Georgia. 
Because this street was named after General 
Forrest, the negroes, in 1973, attempted to 
change its name, but were unsuccessful. To 
these names could be add«=*d a long list of 




others especially we 1 1 -known . 

Contrai'y to popular opinion, the Ku Klus 
Klan was not sectional except as to territory. 
Among its members \vere many men v/ho had fought 
in the Federal army and v'ho had decided to 
make their homes in the South after the war. 

They held no resentment against their Soutl^^n 
brothers. They realized the insanity of 
attempting to force negro domination upon the 
South and they cast their lot with their former 
foes of the battlefield in the movement to 
restore the South to its rightful place in the 
nation. 

In addition to these, many of the white^^ 
soldiers of the Federal army of occupation who \ 
were actually on duty in the South and vho 
were under orders to kill a member of the 
Invisible Empire on sight, were members of the 
Ku Klux Klan. And connected with the Klan v.prk 
were hundreds of Negroes who rendered a service }

The v'ar betv'een the states destroyed 
the institution of slavery the dark years 
of the carpetbaggers ' domination well-nigh 
destroyed the South and Anglo-Saxon 
civilization, for after the sword came the 
canker-worm and the enforcement of despotic 
intrigue . 

After the Confederate soldiers had laid 
down their arms and accepted their paroles in 
good faith, singly, in squads, many of them on ^ 
foot, without a dollar in their pockets and 
without a friend to borrow from, they returned 
to their desolate homes and began anew to re- 


build their vanquished fortunes. 

Insofar as the Confederate soldier was 
concerned the war was over. He had fought to 
the limit of his capacity for the cause he was

convinced was right, the issue had been 
settled by the Sword and he had accepted the 
decree. The reins of government had again 
been placed in the hands of the best men of 
the South and the voices of the former army 
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commanders again were heard in the halls of 
the National Congress. Little attention v'as 
paid by them to the mouthings of the 
"blood -hounds of hate,” directed by Lust and 
Greed, who, in peacetime, still refused to 
leave the track of their infamous conquest for 
spoi Is . 

For over a year, peace ostensibly hovered 
over the battlefields of the South. But soon 
the thunder of the impending storm of the 
American Reconstruction, was heard in the land. 
Throughout the North, and especially in New 
England, meetings were held and from pulpits, 
rostrums and public halls, those frothing 
enemies of the South preached a crusade of 
extermination against the Southern People.

them," or his order to Sheridan to hang 
v/ithout trial any of Mosby's men who were 


caught, may be excused on the grounds that it 
v;as justified by the exigencies of war --what 
excuse can be made for this tirade delivered 
after the war was over by Wendell Phillips 
from the pulpit of Henry Ward Beecher’s 


church; 


I do not believe in battles ending 
this war. You may plant a fort in every 
district in the South, you may take 
possession of her capitals and hold them 
with your armies, but you have not begun 
to subdue her people. I know it seems 
something like absolute barbarian con- 
quest, I allow it, but 1 do not believe 
there will be any peace until 347,000 
men of the South are either hanged or 
exi led. " 


Some time later, at a convention held in| 
New York, "Parson" Brownlow said: 


If I had the power I would arm 
every wolf, panther, catamount and 
bear in the mountains of America, 
every crocodile in the swamps of Florida, 
every Negro in the South, every devil in 
hell, clothe them with the uniform of 
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the Federal army and. 'turn them loose 
on tne rebels of the South and exter- 
minate every man, woman and child south 
of Mason and Dixon’s line. I would 
like to see Negro troops, under the 
command of Butler, crowd every rebel 
into the Gulf of Mexico and drown them 
as the devil did the hogs in the Sea 
of Gallilee. ” 

In another convention held in Philadelphia, 
Parson Brownlow said: 

I am one of those who believe the 
war ended too soon. We have v/hipped 
the South, but not enough. The loyal 
masses constitute an overwhelming 


majority of the people of this country 
and they intend to march again on the 
South and intend this second war shall 
be no child's playl The second army 
will, as they aught to, make the entire 
South as God found the earth — without 
form and void. 

Following Brownlow’s speech, Governor- 


fates, of Illinois, rose in his seat and 


Illinois furnished 350,000 troops 
to fight the South j and now we are 
ready to furnish’ 500, 000 more to finish 
the good work.-' - . 
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And who was this Butler that Parson 
Brownlow wished to command an army of Negro 


troops and drive every former confederate 
soldier into the Gulf of Mexico? He commanded 
the Federal army in New Orleans after the 
Yankees captured the city and earned the title^^ 
of ’’The Beast” because of his conduct toward 
defenseless Southerners generally, and v'omen 
in particular. It was Butler who ordered 
General Weitzel to compel the Negroes of La 
Founce parish to murder the white people of the 
parish. In reply to this order, General Weitzel 
wrote : 


The idea of my inciting the Negro 
insurrection is heart-rending. I will 
resign ray command rather than induce 
Negroes to outrage and murder the 
helpless whites.

While membership in the Ku Klux Klan is 
>pen only to white American citizens the 


rganization wages war on no individual or 
irganization, regardless of race, color, or 
;reed. It takes no part as an organization 


in any political or religious controversy 
and it concedes the right of every man to 
think. Vote, and worship God as he pleases. 

Because certain individuals at various 
times have committed acts of violence under 


cover of darkness, and shielded by masks and 
robes somewhat resembling the official regali a^ 
of the Ku Klux Klan, they have been classed 
as members of the organization. The Ku Klux 
Klan is a strictly lav/-ablding organization 
and every member is sworn to uphold the law 
at all times, and to assist officers of the 
law in preserving peace and order whenever 
the occasion may arise, and any member 
violating this oath will be banished forever 
from the organization. 

The Klan will never tolerate in its 
membership any person who violates any 
criminal or civil law, but urges every Klans- 
man of whatever Klan organization they may 
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belong not to violate any law. On the other 
hand, we urge all to unite and use his or 
her efforts in the ballot box to correct 


wrongful acts. 

Among the principles for which this or- 
ganization stands, in addition to those already 
enumerated, are: Suppression of graft by 
public officeholders; Preventing the causes 
of mob violence and lynchings; Preventing 
unwarranted strikes by foreign agitators; 
Sensible and patriotic immigration lav/s; 
Sovereignty of states* rights under the Con- 
stitution; Separation of church and state; 
Freedom of speech and press, a freedom of 
such that does not strike at or imperil our 
government or the cherished institutions of 
our people. 

The Ku Klux Klan of today rides on, not 
upon, the backs of faithful steeds, but in 
the mind, heart and soul of every true, white.

I am writing you in regard to our telephone conversation about 
Riehelieu Gardens , an apartment complex located in Bensalem Township , 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, During the past six months there has been 
an increasing number of incidents arising out of racial problems in this 
apartment complex. 

— The apartment was built under the 236 HUD program for low and 

moderate income families. It was opened in November, 1973 and presently 
has 330 occupied apartments, consisting of about 1,200 persons. About 
25-307o of the occupants are black. 

Since the apartment opened there have been six cross burnings 
on the apartment property, indiscriminate shooting at apartments from 
passing cars, and threats by certain white persons that the apartment 
complex will be "leveled". There is also an active Klu Klux Klan in the 
area with some possible connection to the problems in Richelieu Gardens. 


The Pennsylvania State Police have been investigating niamerous 
complaints over the past few months. Recently, they brouaht the oroblem

to the attention of the Governor’s Civil Tension Task Force. After an 
initial investigation the Task Force decided to ask the United States 
attorney's office to investigate this matter for possible civil rights 
violations. We believe the problem is serious and has the potential to 
destroy the apartment complex if allowed to continue. We further believe 
that both state and Federal ^resources will be necessary to resolve this 
problem and end the violations of persons ' civil rights . 

I would appreciate your conducting an investigation into this 
situaticn as soon as possible. We will be happy to meet with your staff 
and share information which we have gathered so far.

The Richelieu Gardens Apartments, located on 
Bensalem Boulevard, Cornwells Heights, Pa., is a HUD 
sponsored apartment complex for low to middle income families.

Approximately six months ago, a series of cross 
burnings began at the apartments with the last occurring 
about two months ago. These crosses were primarily burned 
at the entrance to the apartments with no property damage 
resulting.

the Ku Klux Klan as klan literature was found, at the scenes 
of these burnings. Subsequent cross burnings were apparently 
aimed at the civic association, an organization of mostly 
white residents, to protest their actions in reporting all 
actions to the police department. 

He stated, in his opinion, the initial source of 
these burnings was possibly racially motivated; however, it 
was continued aimed at the management of the apartments.

Approximately two weeks ago, a shot was fired at 
one of the apartment buildings from a high powered rifle .

The National Caucus of Labor Committees (NCLC) 
is a violence-oriented, self-described "organization of 
revolutionary socialists" which was formed in 1969 with 
its stated aim to identify with American workers and orient 
them toward a socialist America. In its attempt to become 
the dominant Left group in the U.S., NCLC members have 
attacked attendees at meetings, demonstrations, conferences 
and conventions of various communist, Trotskyist and 
socialist organizations because it contended that it is 
necessary to use viol ence to achieve socialism. Acco rding 
to statements made bv I ^ NCLC 

will have gained state power in the U.S. by 1979 and by the 
year 2000 in the world. NCLC, which is headquartered in 
New York City, currently has chapters in more than 40 cities 
in this country and has affiliated chapters in five foreign 
countries .

U.S. Attorney General's subversive list, but because it was felt the 
existence of a si^ate granted charter would encourage the Klan to 
make the claim it was "state sanctioned" and, therefore, entirely 
legitimate. 

In actuality the Ku Klux Klan and not the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan has been designated by the United States 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450.
